I. Claims 1-23, 28-3 1, 34, draw to a switching system that employs inductive 
current steering class 365, subclass 242+ 

II. Claims 24-27, 32-33, drawn to a shift register that employs inductive current, 
classified in class 365, subclass 189.12+.
